A preliminary hearing for Hu­ 
bert Loftin, who is charged with 
feloniously assaulting Dick Swaim 
with a large 
screwdriver 
early 
Monday morning, was continued 
in Judge Joseph W. Myers’ court 
here Thursday afternoon so that 
additional evidence may be

tained. 
No testimony at the trial tend­ 
ed to show that Mrs. Loftin, who

Testifying at the 
trial,

Swaim said that after he had ar­ 
rived home between 1:30 and 2 
o’clock Monday morning and had 
put on an underwear shirt 
and 
light trousers preparatory to go­ 
ing to bed, he went through the 
front part of his living quarters 
on Prosperity street to lock the 
barber shop door immediately east 
of his home. 
As he returned, he 
said* 
the 
door of 
Loftin’s 
quarters 
was 
opened and he felt a heavy blow 
on his head which sent him to 
his knees. He was then dragged 
into Loftin’s workshop, he 
said 
and struck repeatedly as he tried 
to defend himself. When he call­ 
ed for help, his 
father, 
A. 
L. 
Swaim, who also lives next door 
to the room occupied by the Lof­ 
tin'?, awoke and entered the build­ 
ing as Mrs. 
Loftin 
opened 
the 
front door to summon the police. 
Swaim separated the two, he said, 
taking Dick Swaim into his own 
quarters, where the wounds were 
bathed before Dr. J. F. Waters a r­ 
rived to treat them and to stitch 
gashes in Swaim’s head. 
Loftin’s recital of the fight was 
entirely different. Awakened 
by 
his child, he said, he rose and got 
it a drink of water. While he was 
still up, he said, he heard some­ 
one urinating

door, and going to it he opened

ing quarters of the Loftins and the 
Swaims. Loftin had talked 
with

said, 
about securing a warrant to pre­ 
vent further annoyances of that 
kind. Ellis had informed him he 
should positively identify the of­ 
fender before 
swearing

warrant. It was for this reason 
alone, he said, that he went to 
the front door Monday morning

testified that they had never be­ 
fore quarreled with one another. 
Loftin said that he had been cur­ 
sed on the street by the Swaims 
after a minor difficulty over

was not allowed in court Thurs­ 
day. A. L. Swaim filed

Loftin Monday an ejectment suit, 
which is schedule to be heard in 
Judge Myers’ court today.
